$115,347 By Winning Pimlico Futurity

Three hours after Jewel’s Reward won 
the Pimlico Futurity (one of the world’s 
richest races), a gathering of distinguish- 
ed Turf personalities dined in the Old 
Clubhouse and paid tribute to America’s 
greatest jockeys. 

High praise also was handed out to the 
proprietors of the ancient course for their 
service to racing in establishing the Jock- 
eys’ Hall of Fame, for preserving the 
traditions of the hallowed horse park, and 
for adding many touches for the comfort 
of the customers. 

Listening to the speeches you never 
would have guessed that the proprietors 
are itching to unload the track for the 
dollar value of the real estate, and rent 
time at Laurel to put on their show. 
These gentlemen, you would have thought, 
really love Pimlico, they will defend it in 
sickness and in health, and preserve it 
for the people of Baltimore down through 
the corridors of time. 

The ‘‘I Love Pimlico’? atmosphere 
that drenched the place during the Hall of 
Fame ceremonies brought back memories 
of the days when Herman and Ben Cohen 
took over the place, vowing that a lifetime 
dream had been realized. They jumped in 
then and did more for the clients than had 
been done since Congress knocked off to 
see the Parole-Ten Broeck- Tom Ochil- 
tree scramble. 

Suddenly, they stopped and began look- 
ing Laurelward. 

Maybe they had been listening to that 
Baltimore sports editor who never goes to 
the races, but has been preaching the ad- 
vantages of a super track 20 miles out of 
town, even though history has proved that 
there would not be ANY racing in such a 
place during a national emergency; even 
though all Maryland records for attendance 
and play are held by Pimlico; even though 
snow and ice make travel hazardous on the 
Washington roads. (Maryland racing is 
staged in the winter months in order togive 
the New Jersey tracks non-conflicting 
dates.)

No, it didn’t die, it went into hiber- 
nation and now is coming out again. 

This time the theme song is different. 
Promises there are, of course, but the 
big line is ‘‘Look what they’re doing to 
us!”* 

So look. 

Somebody on the School Board demand- 
ed that property be condemned and taken 
over as a site for a new hall of learning, 
the papers say. 

The Fire Department has objected 
to the practice of parking cars upon the 
lawns of willing natives (who collect up 
te two bucks per smashed fender for the 
service). 

The sound of both of these threats has 
the clear, honest ring of a lead quarter 
dropped into a bowl of cornmeal mush. 

The Fire Department, harking to the 
bawl of incensed householders who get 
their Christmas money from Pimlico 
parkers, deferred its order, It will not be 
effective until after next season’s Preak- 
ness. 

It is to be hoped that no emergency 
forcing fire engines to take short cuts 
across lawns arises before that time, and 
that a new source of pin money will be 
discovered by householders in the com- 
munity.

Pimlico Futurity 

Despite impending doom, Pimlico is 
carrying on and helping to straighten out 
some of the puzzles of the Turf. Some kind 
of a contribution was made on November 
23, when the Pimlico Futurity was staged. 

As in the ring game, students of the 
sport are inclined to go toward the winner 
of the last event when attempting to single 
out a champion, so Maine Chance Farm's 
Jewel’s Reward must have gained consid- 
erable support in the contest for juveniles. 
The expensively-endowed Futurity is the 
last big two-year-old test of the summer 
season. 

Snow was falling in Baltimore, on the 
morning of the 23rd, but it’s a short jaunt 
to Pimlico and 17,682 spectators showed 
up, and wagered over a million and a half. 

Had there been a 20-mile ride in pros- 
pect, many would have settled down to 
watching the North Caroline-Duke game 
on television and would have bet with 
friends upon the outcome.

The Turf enthusiasts who showed up 
enjoyed a fine race. 

Wheatley Stable’s Misty Flight was 
made the public choice in the race as he 
had been beaten only once by Nala and but 
twice by Jewel’s Reward. That must have 
been the crowd’s reasoning, but it is not 
the kind of form appraisal that makes for 
success at the betting windows. 

A horse going into a race with $234,295 
in earnings and four stakes victories be- 
hind him shouldn’t be passed over lightly. 
Jewel’s Reward boasted such credentials. 
Though he finished fifth behind Nadir in 
The Garden State, he had beaten the win- 
ner of the world’s richest race in the 
Cowden, carrying 124 pounds to Nadir’e 
117, 

Under Bill Shoemaker, Jewel’s Re- 
ward won the Pimlico Futurity all the way. 

Four rivals in the six-horse field took 
shots at him during the mile-and-one- 
sixteenth cruise around the oval, but none 
could stay with him. Misty Flight was the 
only one that didn’t threaten the leader at 
some time. 

At the end, Jewel’s Reward was pulling 
away from Nala, and won by one lengths, 
pricking his ears. 

Staysail was third and Misty Flight, 
fourth. 

The $115,347 the winner earned, put his 
total at $349,642, and that’s the mostever 
collected by a two-year-old. He has 5 
wins, 2 seconds and | third in 12 starts. 

Jewel’s Reward is a bay colt by Jet 
Jewel, from Bell Jeep, by War Jeep. He 
was bred by Maine Chance (Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth Graham).

Round Table out of the way, Mrs. E, D, 
Jacobs’ Promised Land has become sort 
of a latter-day three-year-old champion. 
He has clicked off three handicap wins 
in a row, and has beaten older horses. 

In the Idlewild Handicap, November 
23, he was favored by the seething mul- 
titude at Jamaica, and earned the nod in 
one of the hottest finishes ever contrived 


by the hand of man. Under Mr. Frank E, 
Kilroe’s weight arrangements, Promised 
Land won by a neck over Oh Johnny, and 
there were three heads back to the fifth 
horse. 

Third Brother was third and Tick 
Tock, fourth, 

Promised Land was the favorite at 
2.65 to l. 

Cavort led for the early furlongs, 
then Tick Tock took over. After a mile 
of the mile-and-an-eighth race had been 
covered, Tick Tock was in front by half 
a length, but three horses got to him in 
the Mmg-busting struggle through the 
stretch. 

Promised Land (Palestinian-Mah- 
moudess, by *Mahmoud) added $39,400 to 
his season’s earnings, bringing the total 
for °57 to $192,690. He has hung up 8 
wins, 5 seconds and 4 thirds in 25 starts. 

Last year he won twice and earned 
$8,010.

own terms. 

You say that you have done your share - 
let another Master take his turn. You have 
indeed done your share, and far, far more. 
But Joe, packs of hounds and hunt clubs 
are not self-sustaining entities. They are 
the image and the issue of the Master. 
When he goes the hunt must be conceived 
and born again. A privately owned pack 
lies with its Master unless he has filled 
his offspring with the hunting fury, and a 
club is blasted and shaken to its very roots. 
Many clubs have died, convulsed or starved 
to death, unable to absorb the new hunts- 
man, the changed breeding program, the 
young whippersnappers taking over, the 
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lost contacts with landowners, and the 
rending financial stresses that are in- 
evitable. Look around at our neighbor 
hunts. Cast back into the turbulent history 
of the West Chester. Can you still say, 
**Let take his turn?” The 
West Chester as it stands is your baby. 
We try to help as grandparents or cooks, 
nursemaids or lawyers, bankers or handy- 
men. Ask us to help more than we do, and 
we'll try our damnedest. But we can not 
take your place. 

You say you owe it to your family to 
lead a normal life again. Oh Joe, you've 
got it backwards! You owe your family 
that vast little appelation M.F.H, What 
in all America sets your family more com- 
pletely at the head of the most envied and 
entrenched tradition of country life? What 
better example for a son that worthwhile 
honors are earned thrice over every day! 
What wife but sacrifices something gladly 
to have her mate the respected leader in 
his chosen field, Inyour case the argument 
is doubly weak. A man whose father served 
as Master for a quarter of acentury.A man 
whose own pen has kept hound records 
since 1908. A man who carries the horn 
more ably than a pro. A man whose son, 
while yet a boy, has hunted his father’s 
hounds with distinction and sucess. Aman 
whose wife is bred to the sport herself, is 
now Master to the field, and can truly 
lead it across country. You owe your 
family an M.F.H., not an ex, 

You say it is expensive. There you are 
right, and if that is your real reason we 
can only help. No treasurer could patch or 
even see the sieve-like texture of a 
Master’s bill-fold. Collars and caulks and 
contributions, hound tax, fox feed and horse 
bandages, poultry, fences, and breakfasts 

you wonder how the money lasts. But I 
remind you of two important facts. First, 
we all pay all we can for things we find 
important. Some men break themselves on 
women or on wives, others on yachts 
or race horses or religion. Why shouldn’t 
you do your financial best by hounds, the 
things you know and do so well? And re- 
member, your best is all that hounds will 
ever ask. They run no better because your 
coat is new. They come to horn no sooner 
because your horse can fill a judge’s 
eye. Call it a poor defense that all we ask 
is all you have, but that is a good and 
true defense in the warped logic of fox 
hunting. Perhaps my second will be better. 
It is a solemn pledge that those of us who 
hunt behind your hounds will give or find 
a way to help whenever you feel that hunt- 
ing suffers from your inability to pay. 
Your whipper-in lacks a horse for Sat- 
urday? My second mount’s no bargain, but 
he’ll be there fresh on Saturday. That 
fellow up at Grove’s been talking ducks 
again? Lets shame him with a drake of 
ours, and maybe we can cure him. Money 
makes the Master’s mare go, but so does 
honest effort, and a dozen of us pledge - 
our honest efforts. 

No Joe, I’m afraid the reasons you gave

it was a small field and none of us expect- 
ed any sport, for we could not help feeling 
that the time to hunt is in the early morn- 
ing when there is frost upon the ground 
and scent can hold, Eventhe huntsman was 
pessimistic, We decided, however, to 
have a try at ‘*‘Simpson’s Fox’’, not far 
from the kennels and so-called because 
he inhabits an area around the house of 
the Master, Mrs. James Simpson, Jr., 
whose property is responsible for much of 
our sport in this as in other respects.

The ceremony of the Blessing of the 
Hounds, which marks the formal opening 
of the Iroquois Hunt’s season, was held 
this year on Saturday, November 2nd, It 
is well-nigh traditional to have fair weath- 


er for the occasion, and this year, true 
to form, the first Saturday in November 
proved to be sunny and mild. Never was 
fair weather more welcome, for over 175 
people assembled at the hunt breakfast 
preceding the ceremony, and Grimes’ 
Mill, the Iroquois’ 150-year- old clubhouse, 
could never have held them all within 
its four walls. As in the past, the Rt. 
Rev. William R. Moody, Bishop of the 
Episcopal Diocese of Lexington, officiated, 
presenting St. Hubert medallions to over 
60 riders. 

Following the ceremony of the Blessing 
of the Hounds, Joint Masters E. F.Spears 
and W, F, Pursley, took the field to Witt’s 
store, where the cast was made. Reed’s 
Hollow was drawn blank, but moving into 
Gentry’s Cliff, a fox was jumped, providing 
a fast 10-minute run before he was put to 
earth, The hounds were lifted, and moving 
through the open country, proceeded to 
the headwaters of Jouett’s Creek, There 
they jumped a handsome big red, who was 
in fine running fettle. This fox described 
four full concentric circles, providing 
the field with numerous occasions to view 
him before he was finally put to earth in 
Eads’ Hollow, after a run which lasted one 
hour and 50 minutes. 

Dusk had descended by then and alight 
drizzle of rain was beginning to fall, as 
if to signal the end of the day.

PARTIAL TO CHESTNUTS 

One look at the stock as you drive in 
the gates of Howard Tilson’s Spruce Hill 
Farm near Lexington, Ky., and you might 
feel that the owner was partial to horse 
color. He has a whole pasture full of 
chesmut hunters! Outstanding is Ann Til- 
son’s Red Wing, versatile in the hunting 
field, show champ, and many times point- 
to-point winner. Next to the blaze-faced 
gelding, was full brother ,Fleet Wing, an 
excellent hunter who really proved himself 
the horse to beat at the last Rock Creek 
Show. In the chestnut group was the big 
Holdall gelding, White Socks, a regular 
with the Iroquois group. Tilson also has 
the handsome four-year-old, Styke, by the 
distance sire Stymie, who had just garner- 
ed a big share of the ribbons at the fall 
Iroquois show, and is a well mannered 
horse behind hounds. Steeplechase ace 
Tilson breaks through his color favor- 
itism on the back part of his farm where 
he keeps an outstanding two-year-old bay 
by Eiffel Tower and C, W. Mussett’s 
successful brush and timber horse Rich- 
lark, who is the very first Thoroughbred 
sired by *Rico Monte. J. A. 
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The Junior Equitation Classes At The National Horse Show 
D. H. & P. W. Munroe 


Last year, in their Chronicle report, 
these observers bemoaned what seemed 
to them a low standard of riding in the 
Junior Equitation Classes at the National 
Horse Show, and viewed with alarm the 
possible beginning of a downward trend. 

They are now glad to say that their 
alarm was unnecessary. Not that there 
were a great many absolutely top per- 
formances in this year’s Equitation Class- 
es, but there were plenty of good ones, 
and very few that could be described as 
below standard; the average was distinctly 
higher than in 1956, We’re speaking now 
of the AHSA Medal and Maclay - we'll 
come to the USET Classes presently. 

A number of riders showed the same 
basic fault as in past years: acombination 
of reins and stirrups too long, plus a 
tendency - which we shall go into later - 
to approach the fence in too upright a 
position. Let’s take a look at this long- 
rein practice, which stems, apparently, 
from a belief that it will help the rider 
to keep off the horse’s mouth, and make 
the horse generally more comfortable. 

Long reins mean, inmost cases, Carry- 
ing the hands almost in the rider’s lap. 
This has to push the rider back; though 
he may bow over his hands, and lean his 
torso forward, his WEIGHT is still and 
necessarily almost behind his horse’s 
forward motion, If his timing is perfect 
at the take-off for the fence, all goes 


well; if it isn’t, the rider is more than 
likely to become really behind - UNLESS 
he calls on the REINS for help. So instead 
of keeping off the horse’s mouth, he is 
throwing his weight onto it - which is 
prec.sely what he thought he was going to 
avoid. Add to this a probable bump on the 
horse’s back in the middle of his flight 
over the fence, and the net effect of the 
long reins is to make the horse distinctly 
uncomfortable. What we have described 
happened a number of times in the AHSA 
Medal and Maclay - and when it happened, 
the horse either dropped his Mind feet onto 
the fence, or avoided doing so only by a 
great effort. 

There were, as we've said, some ex- 
cellent performances. Michael Del Balso 
and Joannah Hall performed well in both 
classes - particularly when asked to ride 
horses not their own; and Michael Plumb 
was, as usual, strong, authoritative, and 
obviously capable. One couldn’t help wish- 
ing, however, that he would make more use 
of his fingers and less of his entire hands, 
and that he would spend more time out of 
the saddle during the approach and over his 
fences. 


USET Classes 
The USET Medal Class, in its third 
year, has come of age. One felt for the 
first time that the riders - and presum- 
ably, therefore, their instructors - had a

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really clear idea of just what the class 
was intended to be. Most of the sixteen 
entries rode the Dressage Phase more 
like a Program Ride; and ifwe are correct 
in our understanding that the size of the 
ring for this phase is to be increased for 
next year, it is reasonable to suppose that 
the Program-Ride tendency will grow. 
And - also for the first time - the course 
used in the Jumping Phase was excellently 
designed, interesting, and a fine practical 
test. 

In the Dressage Phase, Carol Hof- 
mann’s smooth, relaxed ride was out- 
standing; in the Jumping Phase, she did 
everything asked of her with a calm ef- 
ficiency - and she gave a quite astonishing 
example of a ‘“‘hand ride’, something 
which few people anywhere can do with 
such consummate ease, timing, and 
smoothness. David Gruendel, Wilson Den- 
nehy, and Sara Ann Cavanagh were quiet 
and workmanlike; and Marta Phipps, 
though her horse fell apart in the Dressage 
Phase, was exceptional over fences. Her 
smoothness, tact, rhythmic unity with the 
horse, and beautiful following hands added 
up to a picture which we shall not forget. 

The USET Open Class, inits first year, 
attracted only three entries; but all three 
were capable riders, and good instruction 
was evident. With John Luhmann and Rich- 
ard Keller one wished again for more use 
of the fingers and less of the entire hands; 
as for Beryl Sexton, the winner, she im- 
proved steadily in each phase as she grew 
accustomed to being in the ring. One feels 
that she will make rapid progress when her 
belief in herself comes to equal her ability. 

In these twoclasses, there was a funda- 
mental fault which is the product, it seems, 
of a theory: that because a rather upright 
position, with the torso erect, is desirable

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for dressage, it must be equally desirable 
on the approach to the fence. Yet if the 
rider approaches the fence in this upright 
position, he is obliged to fling himself 
forward at the last moment if he is to be 
with his horse’s forward motion over the 
fence..His timing must therefore be per- 
fect; the margin for error is sosmall that 
if his timing is only a little bit off, either 
he will jump ahead of his horse, or - 
which is more likely - he will be left behind 
to a greater or lesser degree. This up- 
right approach was characteristic of many 
of the riders in these two classes, and 
many of their performances suffered 
thereby to a major or minor extent, Even 


Carol Hofmann, superb as she was, had 
a little trouble at her last fence, and only 
her great talent and remarkable coordin- 
ation prevented it from being real trouble.

British Dressage In 1958 


At a recent meeting of the Dressage 
Committee of the British Horse Society 
the various official tests were consider- 
ed, and it was decided that the existing 
Preliminary Dressage Test (used mainly 
for Combined Training Events) was not 
satisfactory, and should be withdrawn, 
and a new test substituted. 

A few minor alterations were made in 
the Elementary Test and in the Novice 
Test it was agreed that the ‘extended trot’ 
and the ‘rein-back’ should be taken out 
of the test. The Medium Test revised in 
1956 will remain as at present. 

The Committee also learn that the 
F, E. I. have revised their Dressage 
Rules. They were glad to learn that their 
suggestion that judging of International 
Dressage Tests should revert back to 
0 to 10 judge’s marks ( instead of from 
0 to 6) had been recommended for 
adoption by the special committee ap- 
pointed to advise the F, E, I. 

The Dressage Committee also sug- 
gested to the organisers of Three-Day 
Events in this country that they should, 
in future, use the new F, E, lI. test 
when it was available. 

It was decided that, in future, a horse 
in the Prix St. Georges Dressage Test 
must obtain at least SO% of the total 
possible marks to be eligible for aprize 
or rosette, 

The Committee also laid down that an 
official record should be maintained of 
horses winning dressage classes with 
jumping, and that animals who win two 
open novice dressage classes plus jump- 
ing should not be eligible for further 
classes of this category.

However 
he had only four months training before 
Stockholm and was short on his water- 
at-speed tests. I was glad that he was 
left behind... Fuddy Wing won with him 
General Wing was ordered away I sent 
him to Burly Cocks, 


At Rose Tree Grand Chal was bother- 
ing all the contestants. He has dots of 
foot, but swerves at his jumps. Night 
Command got away first and stayed there; 
Grand Chal jumping the rails he had taken 
out, would move to him and Night Command 
would move away. His fencing was flawless 
until at the beginning of the 3rd mile to 
go Grand Chal crowded him into the corner 
on Rose Tree’s famous ‘‘dead man’s 
alley”’, an oblique curve at which the horse 


on the rail has scarcely time to see the 
jump before taking it. At this same jump 
Holmes Alexander almost lost his life 
years ago. Night Command hit hard, al- 
most stood on his head. Pat Smithwick 
did the unbelievable, helping him to re- 
cover instantly without going down, and 
Grand Chal went on down the hill to the 
next jump, Night Command going after him 
hell for election. It is said that the Rose 
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Tree course breaks horses’ legs going 
down hill and their hearts coming up to 
the last jump uphill. 

In view of the injuries Night Command 
sustained when he hit the fence on the 
turn mentioned it seems to me that being 
beaten by 1 1/2 lengths was practically as 
good as a win. It was to his owner- 
breeder anyway. Two huge swellings over 
the kidneys at once appeared, and a very 
large hematoma as well on his right breast. 
This is why he did not race at Monmouth 
and Middleburg. We plan to unwind him a 
little and then have a go at the Spring 
meetings. I expect to send a half brother 
of Night Command’s to Burly sometime 
in January. He is racing now out here and 
shows he is a router as well as fast and 
game. However, flat racing is very flat 
indeed to one who has had a lifetime of 
Hunt Race Meetings.

Russian Thoroughbred 
Breeding 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: The following article 
by D. A. M. Reay appeared in a recent 
issue of ‘‘Horse and Hounds’’.) 

The 64th renewal of the Great Union 
Prize for three-year-olds - traditionally 
and officially referred to by the Russians 
as their Derby - took place over 2400 
metres at the Moscow Hippodrome, and 
was won by the favourite Rang, ridden by 
N. Nasibov, a Soviet Master Jockey. 
According to report the finish was hotly 
contested, and Rastmak, who finished 
second ridden by N. Laks, failed to get 
up by half a length. Derski came third 
four lengths away. 

Altogether 1] runners went to the post, 
10 actually starting as a result of Epigon 
( a descendant of Galtee More) being left 
at the post and taking no part. The going 
was on the heavy side following over- 
night rain, 

The breeding of Rang illustrates the 
inroads that German strains have made 
into bloodstock that has been dominated 
for more than 30 years by sires of 
English ancestry. It was estimated that 
pre-war some 80 per cent of Russian 
Thoroughbreds came of English stock, 
Since the war the figure has dropped to 
50 per cent, with German blood account- 
ing for most of the remainder. 

The influence of one sire, Tagor, is 
still, however, of such importance that it 
warrants amomentary digression, 
although he appears only on the dam’s 
side of the winner this year.’ He has 
towered like a Man o* War over his rivals 
through more than 30 years. Unfortunately 
little information is available at the time of 
writing of his racing career, but his sire 
Floreal was foaled in 1908, a son of 
Florizel II (St. Simon). 

Tagor has been close up in the breed- 
ing of a remarkable number of winners 
of this classic since its reinstatement in 
1924, His record includes siring the winner 
in 1926, ‘30, ‘32 and ‘37, grandsire in 1938, 
*39, ‘41, ‘47 and ‘52, great grandsire male 
in 1944, female in 1951, and both sides in 
* 1946, 

Rang is by Raufbold (Oleander-Reich- 
enbach), a winner of the German Derby. 


His dam is Gazietka, who traces her 
ancestry back to St. Simon and Bend Or 
on somewhat conventional breeding lines 
in the Soviet Union. She is by Tabor out 
of Hyperbole, by Press Gan from Guitar, 
a daughter of Tagor - all fashionable 
strains. Tabor was a winner of this race in 
1941, and a brother to Brimstone (Sor- 
rento). Brimstone incidentally was placed 
fifth in the list of winning sires last year, 
and has been close up in the breeding of 
seven winners of this race since 1929. 
Press Gang ranked third in the Soviet list 
of sires last year. Guitar won the Moscow 
Derby in 1932. 

The breeding of the runner-up Rastmak 
on the male side is Ranger (Raphael- 
Replica by The Recorder), who goes back

through Balbinus and Horkey to Meatbox. 
Ranger won the race in 1950, and in- 
cidentally, sired the fourth this year, 
Rastsvet. The third, Derski (Douglas- 
Zapoved), was another great grandson on 
the male side of Tagor. 

Rang justified the confidence of his 
followers and won in 2 min. 35.3 sec. His 
record so far appears impressive, with 
seven wins out of eight races. As a two- 
year-old he finished first in all six outings, 
without once being pressed. These included 
a race in Prague when he beat Korbel, who 
went on to win the 1958 Czech Derby. In 
two outings to date this year Rang has won 
and been second. He was beaten by 
Rastmak, on whom he now succeeded in 
turning the tables.

The strain of Partisan, through Venison 
and Sweetmeat,had become noted for its 
refining influence, and that of Whalebone 
through his son Defence, for supplying the 
needed constitution and hardiness, Alarm 
(1842) a bay horse by Venison-Southdown, 
by Defence, was a horse therefore, bred 
on approved lines. He was a ‘‘picture 
horse’’ in his beauty, but at the same time 
had all the stoutness needed by a race- 
horse. He performed very creditably on the 
turf, and was unquestionably the best 
three-year-old of 1845; but happenings at 
the post before the Derby set him back, 
Alarm kicked The Libel, the latter re- 
taliated by jumping upon Alarm, throwing 
his rider, Flatman. Alarm in fright ran 
away but was caught and it was found 
he had sustained severe injuries. 

It was not until autumn that Alarm 
recovered and won the Cambridgeshire, 
beating a field of twenty six. As a sire, 
Alarm did well; he sired Grapeshot, 
winner of the Northumberland Plate; 
Telegram, Pitapat, Mishap, winner of 
the Coronation Stakes; Frantic, and 
Torment, a fine mare, winner of many 
races. Alarm also sired the horse Panic, 
who in Australia sired Commotion, the 
champion racehorse’ of the Colonies. 
Alarm, it should be added, won the 
Emperor’s Plate, now called the Ascot 
Gold Cup, in 1846, and thus became one of 
the ‘‘immortals’’ of the turf with West 
Australian, Isonomy, and St. Simon. 
Alarm’s conspicuous feature was his hips, 
déscribed ‘‘as massive as those of 4 
steer.”
